THE BISHOP’S MESSAGE — World, Peace, and Authority. 


Three things: — 


1. The Kingdom of our Lord is not of this world. On trial before the Roman Governor, 
Jesus said to Pontius Pilate. “My kingdom does not belong to this world. If it did, my 
followers would be fighting to save me from arrest by the Jews. My kingly authority 
comes from elsewhere”. (John 18, v.36). He thus makes it quite clear that he does not 
belong to this world. In the High Priestly Prayer, in St John 17, verses 15 & 16, he says. 
“T have given them your word, and the world hath hated them, because they are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world. I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of the 
world, but that thou shouldest keep them from the evil”. We are strangers and sojourners 
here — temporarily in the world —whilst our true home is heaven. ‘‘Our citizenship is in 
heaven” says St. Paul (Phil. 3: 20). 


2. Jesus — the ‘suffering servant’ — is the Prince of Peace. In the garden of Gethse- 
mane, Judas, the traitor, and with him a great multitude with swords and staves, came to 
seize Jesus. Peter, springing to our Lord’s defence, drew a sword, but Jesus said to him. 
“Put up again thy sword into his place: for all they that take the sword shall perish with 
the sword’. (Matt 26: 52). Jesus, the Prince of Peace, came to serve, not to be served. St 
Paul reminds us in Romans 14, 17-19 that — “The Kingdom of God is not eating and 
drinking, but justice, peace, and joy inspired by the Holy Spirit. He who thus shows 
himself a servant of Jesus Christ is acceptable to God and approved by men. Let us then 
pursue the things that make for peace and build up the common life’’. 


In September, the 67th General Convention of the Episcopal Church, held in New 
Orleans, passed a resolution asking the United Nations to appeal both to the United States 
and the Soviet Union — 

a. toreduce their nuclear arms by 50% and 

b. to give an assurance not to be the first to use nuclear weapons. 


“Blessed are the peace-makers: for they shall be called the children of God” (St. Matt. 
5: 9). He is our Peace. He came to reconcile us to God, and we can only be reconciled 
to God if we are first reconciled to our neighbours. 


3. Before the Ascension, Jesus said, — Full authority in heaven and on earth has been 
committed to me. Go forth therefore and make all nations my disciples” (Matt 28: 19). 


Our Lord’s authority came from above — from God. Our ideas of ‘authority’ and 
‘power’ are often confused. We should be quite clear that authority is a gift — something 
given and not to be sought after for oneself. 


A student in order to graduate must pass all his examinations. Evidence of having 
done so must be produced in any application he makes for a job. 


In much the same way, according to our standards in respect of such virtues as 
integrity, good conduct, faithfulness, etc., . . . so will our authority be . . . but always to 
be acknowledged is, that whatever authority we have, comes from God, the source of all 
power. 


We pray that whatever authority or power may be ours will be used in promoting 
God’s peace and gospelling Jesus to all men.

He has now returned 
to the staff of St John’s and St. Mary’s. .. . Welcome home!

SABAH — EAST MALAYSIA — *A brief profile.* 


“THE LAND BELOW THE WIND” ~ 


Previously known as North Borneo, SABAH, in 1959, had a population of some 
600,000. Now it has over a million. Its people are very varied —Malays, Kedazans, Muruts, 
Bajaus, Chinese, Indian, Filipinos etc., 


The Anglican, Roman, and Basle Churches have worked in the country for about 100 
years. With the coming of independence within Malaysia in the sixties, government regula- 
tions stipulated that foreign missionaries would have to leave after 10 years service, and 
give way to local personnel. 


SO — the Roman Church which had over 50 Mill Hill Fathers —now has 4 —and they 
will all leave within 4 years. 


The Anglican Church, with priests before from a wide spectrum, —Australia, U.K., 
the U.S.A., Philippines, India, Canada, Hongkong, etc., — now has 2 Australian priests on 
temporary work-passes. 


BUT — the government regulation has worked to the Church’s advantage in that local 
people have responded magnificently to the challenge. 


The Roman Church (with 1 Kadazan priest before) now has 11 and several in training, 
whilst the Anglican Church has also a number of new ordinands, whilst 2 families have 
already given 2 sons each to the priesthood. 


A marked change has been the witness of the laity to their faith. 


In the Sheng Kung Hui, the Sabah Interior Mission, which works amongst the in- 
digenous people, goes from strength to strength. Begun in 1958, from the outset, it has 
eaten up half of the Diocesan budget — but the seed sown is bringing forth much fruit. 40 
centres up the main rivers and a newly established Bible School for the training of cate- 
chists, bear witness to this. 


The Diocese holds various conferences annually. The Youth Conference attracts 
some 200 delegates and is held in 2 centres, one in the English and Chinese medium, the 
other in the Malay language. The Womens’ Fellowship Conference has an average attend- 
ance... of 300. 


The number of Anglicans is upward of 20,000. 


Bishop Luke Chhoa Heng Sze kept the 11th anniversary of his consecration on St. 
Andrew’s Day. 


In State developments, one new and attractive building is the 30 storey YAYASAN 
SABAH. (Sabah Foundation). Its director is Tan Sri Datuk Ben Stephens, a very faithful 
Roman Catholic layman. i 


Established in 1966, the Sabah Foundation is a scheme devised to allow all Malaysians 
born or permanently residing in Sabah (over the age of 21) to share in timber profits. It 
has some 3,300 square miles of valuable hard wood timber kept in perpetual trust for the 
people — and last year each beneficiary received 150 M.$. | 


Among its projects, it awards scholarships to deserving students (since 1967—20,000 
such scholarships have been awarded); it helps the poor, and augments the state medical 
services by providing Flying Doctor facilities in remote areas.

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TAIWAN HAPPENINGS 


The Bishop’s Travels. From the 17th of August to the 27th of September, on his way to 
the General Convention of the Episcopal Church in New Orleans the Bishop visited Haiti, 
the Dominican Republic, Panama, and Costa Rica. After the meetings he paid a visit 
to ‘815’ where he met Fr. Sam Van Culin, who has been nominated to succeed Bishop 
John Howe as General Secretary of the Anglican Consultative Council. 


In October, he was in Singapore for the meeting of Bishops of the Church Council of 
East Asia and was present at the consecration of Dr Moses Tay Leng Kong as Bishop 
of Singapore on the Feast of St Simon and St. Jude (28/X/1982). 


On the return journey, spending some time in Hong Kong; he saw Bishop James 
Pong. He is now out of hospital and is making a steady recovery from the stroke which 
deprived him of partial use of his right arm. This was good news indeed. 


The Summer was marked by great heat and many typhoons — causing flooding, land— 
slides and some loss of life. 


St. John’s Cathedral suffered a lot of damage to the roof and to replace the tiles proved 
difficult as the type is no longer being made. The compound buildings were also affected.

Various Summer Schools were held throughout the Diocese. 


July 5-8 — in Taichung — the theme being ‘‘Holiness’’. 


July 11-14 — in the Roman Catholic Centre in Hsin Chu, when various topics were on 
the agenda. 


July 14-16 — A womens’ conference in Tamshui. Topic — “The fruits of the Spirit” 


August 17-22 — at Tainan Theological Seminary — a ‘Bible School’. 


Talks were given on the authority of the Bible, its contents, the Anglican viewpoint 
etc., and a study of Philippians was made with the aid of a commentary, and insights 
were shared. 


An Autumn meeting was held from the 23rd to the 25th October in Wanli. 


A group of 17 young people were enthusiastic in having papers on the Prayer Book, 
the Sacraments, the Ministry of the Word etc., A welcome visitor was Bishop de la Cruz, 
Co-ordinator of the C.C.E.A. meetings, who was on his way to Singapore. 


The attendance at these gatherings though small is nevertheless very valuable in 
helping the laity to be more informed about their faith and what it means to be an 
Anglican. 


In some measure, such informed discussions enable them to face up to, and dis- 
countenance, some of the many superstitions that cloud Chinese life. August, for in- 
stance, (the 7th month in the Chinese Lunar calendar) is CHUNG YUAN, the Ghost 
Festival, when paper money is burnt, flowers and fruit decorate home and temple, mar- 
riages are discouraged, and ‘pai-pai’ rituals are performed to placate the spirits. Against 
this background, the Christian concept of the Resurrection of the Body (“‘Why are ye 
troubled?” said Jesus to his disciples after he appeared to them when he had risen from 
the dead, ‘““Behold, my hands and my feet, that it is I myself: handle me and see: for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones as ye see me have” — Luke 24, 38, 39) is the most difficult 
aspect of the Christian faith to present and accept. Anything therefore that we can 
do to help our people in so doing, is to be welcomed.

Unfortunately, 
unscrupulous people take advantage of this pause to trap them in vicious snares, . . then 
roast and sell them to tourists in Genting Park. 


The government, at the instigation of local residents, is to be commended for taking 
swift action in the imposition of heavy fines and the seizure and destruction of the 
traps. Verse 6, of Psalm 124 comes to mind .. . “Our soul is escaped even as a bird out of 
the snare of the fowler: the snare is broken, and we are,delivered”’.

DEATHS Last year the Australian Church lost one of its most distinguished sons — ROY 
STUART LEE. He was in his 82nd year. Born of Chinese and Australian parents at 
Stuart Town near Wellington, New South Wales, he was, in the words of Bishop David 
Garnsey, “one of the most brilliant priests the Anglican Church in Australia has pro- 
duced: his academic record was outstanding from his school days at Orange High School 
to his D. Phil. at Oxford in 1947”. He served as an honorary member of the staff at St. 
Martin-in-the-Fields, London, (often referred to as the ‘‘parish church of the British 
Commonwealth”), and was Vicar of the University Church, (St Mary the Virgin), Oxford, 
from 1947 to 1961. He was the author of many books on pyschology. 


MRS_EDITH WONG — was born in Brisbane, — the eldest of nine children. She died in 
Sydney on the 15th of August this year, after some years of indifferent health. She was 
a very hospitable hostess and a wonderful helpment to Bishop James Wong in his 
episcopates in Sabah and Taiwan. His death, and the death of her son Lawrence, in his 
early 40’s, affected her deeply. May she have rest and peace in the paradise of God.
